The  town  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  escarpment  of  Salisbury  Plain  and  with  the 
recent  development  of  the  centre  its  character  is  slowly  beginning  to  change.  The 
provision  of  a  new  shopping  centre  and  adjacent  and  adequate  car  parking  facilities  is 
drawing  visitors  from  a  much  wider  area.  The  provision  of  modern  public  lavatories,  for 
the  use  of  which  no  charge  is  made,  is  also  an  incentive  for  motorists  to  visit  the  town 
and  at  the  same  time  this  preserves  the  amenities  of  the  surrounding  rural  district. 

The  site  is  healthy  since  the  escarpment  at  this  position  changes  direction  from  north 
to  north-east,  and,  the  prevailing  wind  from  the  south-west  removes  any  suggestion  of 
atmospheric  pollution.  The  chief  landmark,  the  White  Horse,  commemorating  the  Battle  of 
E than dune  is  a  familiar  site  to  railway  travellers  passing  through  the  important  junction 
where  the  main  linos  from  Paddington  to  the  West  Country  and  Southampton  to  Bristol 
intersect.

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  Uestom  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  C  Invert  on  Devin  Hospital,  Bath.  This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatnent  of  patients 
sensitive  to  pencillin. 

The  Wiltshire  County  Council  made  arrangements  during  the  year  for  persons  at 
risk  from  anthrax  to  be  immunized  against  this  d3.scase. 

Poisons  Information  Service. 

A  National  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy' 3  Hospital, 
London,  S.E.t.  (iIOP  Y600)  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners  so  as  to 
facilitate  treatment  is  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  Shis  24  hour  service  is  not  available
